New Delhi, the 28th. April 1965 

G.S.R. 665.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of 
the Central Excise Rules, 1944, the Central Government hereby exempts such 
prints of Cinematograph Films, Exposed [falling under Item No. 37 of the First 
Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944)], as are purchased 
by the Ministry of Defence and arc cleared direct from the laboratory for non¬ 
commercial exhibition to naval personnel serving in ships afloat, for their enter¬ 
tainment, from the whole of the duty of excise leviable thereon: 

Provided that before clearance of each such print is allowed a certificate to 
the effect that the film is intended for and will be exhibited on non-commercial 
basis only to the naval personnel serving in ships afloat, duly signed by the Flag 
Officer Commanding, Indian. Fleet, or a senior officer of the rank of Commander 
and above, shall be produced to the proper officer.
